William C. Bowman, of 4526 
Pacific Coaat Hwy., remembers 
when he might have gone down 
with three strikes against him 
 were It not for a "friend In 
need" who came through with 
two -hits and a home run!

For 13 years, .Bowman wa« a 
Navy man   Boatswain First 
Class   .In which capacity he 
served his country during 
World War U and the Korean 
Police Action. In his years of 

ailed upon'active duty, he.' 
to meet three mapor emergen­ 
cies on the home front, and 
each time the American Red 
Cross came promptly to his aid. 

The first time was in 1941 
when he received word at the 
Navy Yard In New York City 
that his mother was critically 
111 in Philadelphia. Because of 
a Red Cross alert, military 
authorities issued an emergency

Because of immedi­
ate transportation made poss­ 
ible by'the Red Cross, he was 
at his mother's bedside in a 
matter of hours.

Again in 1944 the Red Cross 
proved the "proverbial friend, 
indeed" to Bowman. This time, 
the life of his bride of a year. 
Jean, was seriously theratened 
hy illness. Once more the Red 
Cross informed'his commanding 
officer, lined up the necessary 
plane travel, and the yoi 
couple were speedily 

Third Call
But it was the third'time 

in 1951, that Bowman, now the 
father of two small children, 
really discovered as he says 
"how magically the Red Cross 
facilities can and do function to 
solve problems that seem utter­ 
ly hopeless."  

He was in Fasabo, Japan 
when his wife, living in Los An­ 
geles, was informed that neces 
sary surgery would Incapacitate 
her for at least six- months; 
thus posing a threat to the fam­ 
ily circle, as there was no one 
to care for the youngsters. No

Opposition
Seaside Park should be used 

primarily as a playground for 
children under 12, many resi­ 
dents of the nearby area told a 
HERALD reporter Tuesday.

Mrs. Alfred M. Brown, of 
22708 Draille Dr.; Mrs. Salvador 
Guagenti, of 22722 Draille Dr.; 
Mrs. Charles Hanson, of 22705 
Draille Dr.and Mi's. Dana\Lem- 
ler, of 22731 Draille Dr., said 
that they object to the course 
because:

1. The park should be used 
for a playground for children 
under 12, since a survey the 
ladies made indicated that 
about 90 per cent of the young­ 
sters In the area were under 
that age.

2. The park is completely 
rounded by houses -on Draille 
Dr., Reynolds Dr., and Sharynne 
Lane- and by Seaside School 
on the east. The only entrance 
to the park is on Lupine Dr., a 
dead-end street. .

' 3. Despite claims that. Sea­ 
side School playgrounds would 
be available to children, ttv 
school Is not open to chlldrei 
after hours or on week ends. 
There Is no recreation program 
at all for older girls.

4. Already overloaded, nar­ 
row streets would be taxed ev­ 
en further. Children In the area 
would be endangered by the in­ 
creased traffic.

Many homes bordering the 
proposed course would be en­ 
dangered by flying golf balls.

Ince many of them are lower 
than the hilly area In which It 
Is located.

6. The city would charge for
le of golf facilities, to cover

costs of maintenance, while the
adles believe any recreation
program should be free.

7. Parking lots would be put 
In to take up part of the space 
needed for park facilities.

proposed six-foot fence 
to surround the golf course 
would not be nearly adequate 
;o protect surrounding proper- 
y from flying golf balls shot 

by amateur duffers.
9. Despite claims to the con­ 

trary, the $150,000 park im­ 
provement bond issue that was 
approved by the voters last 
April 11, contains no mention 
of a golf course.

Pie, Greens Make Fifteen III
Fifteen cases of food poison­ 

ing, 11 of them caused by un­ 
wished mustard greens, and 
the other four hy an Improper­ 
ly refrigerated Boston cream 
pl», were reported to the Tor­ 
rance Health Department of­ 
fice, recently, according to Dr. 
Benjamin Kogan.

Eleven of the cases occurred
.when a group of persons ate
Iniustard greens which had not
'been washed before they were

eaten.
Upon Investigation, Dr. Ko­ 

gan said, health authorities 
found that the mustard greens 
had been sprayed with nicotine 
aulfate shortly beforethey were 
picked. The chemical la poison­

ous unless the greens are prop­ 
erly washed, he declared. The 
sick persons have recovered, 
but the grower's products have 
been quarantined.

The other case Involved a 
Boston cream pie purchased at 
a local store, which made four 
persons III, he said. Investiga­ 
tion showed that the pie appar­ 
ently had not been refrigerated 
properly, ajlowlng It to spoil.

The victims all have recover­ 
ed, ho said, and are considering 
court action.

Dr. Kogan also cautioned lo­ 
cal residents to take proper 
precautions In preparing their 
food, and to ha sure that any

produce Is washed before use.
Food poisoning can come eith­ 

er from spoiled food or from 
poisonous chemicals on food, 
he cautioned.

Another recent case Involving 
eight persons appeared to be 
food poisoning, but actually 
was caused by a broken heat­ 
er in the home, he said. Care In 
watching heaters also was urg­ 
ed by the health director.

Whenever cases of suspected 
food poisoning are reported, he 
said, . health authorities act 
quickly to find the cause. This 
Is done to prevent wide distri­ 
bution of thi poisoned food, he 
explained.

The hurdle thrown before the 
annexation movement was ad­ 
mittedly the disclosure of a 
voters' registration list recently 
by the Rancho Palos Verdes 
Protective Assoc. which contain­ 
ed 19 registered voters.

Procedure Questioned 
The proposal before the Coun­ 

cil was to annex the area as 
uninhabited territory, a pro­ 
cedure which could be followed 
only If less than 12 registered 
voters resided within the bound­ 
ary of the area to be annexed. 
Ten of the 19 registered voters
